A DELIBERATE DEED. 


Particulars of the Shooting of Al. 
McClellan. . 


‘Conant, the Murderer, Very Reticent—A 
Meddlesome Relative Responsible for the 
Crime. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NORWICH, February 12.—The terrible tragedy 
which occurrea here yesterday is the abserbing 
theme of discussion. The murderer, Frank V, 
Conant, was the head salesman in the silk depart- 
ment of the dry goods house of Hys'op, Porteous 
& Mitchel, aud Al McClellan, a contortionist and 
trapeze performer, wasthe victim. The crime 
Was evidently premeditated. For several days 
Conant haa been urging McUViellan to take a drive, 
and only yesterday succeeded in gainiug his con- 
sent. As they arove off Conant handed his com- 
panion acigar. Up and down the best avenues 
the carriage was driven, and then Conant said, 
“Come over tothe h®use, Allie, and see the 
folks,” The carriage wus driven to the cottage 
on Elizabeth street, and Conant and McClellan 
alighted and passed into the house. It is not 
definitely known what occurred in the dwelling, 
in which, besides the two men, were .Conant’s 


two little children, 5 and 3 years of age, anda 
young girl in charge of them. Soon the men 
passed out to see a favorite colt of Conant’s, in 
the barn. Neighbors noticed the two men enter 
the barn, talking pieasantly. -Not five minutes 
had elapsed before the sound of a pistol shet was 
heard. The door flew open and McClellan 
dashed out, closely followed by Conant with his 
revolver still smoking and raised for a second 
shot. The first bali had passed through Mc- 
Ciellan’s silk hat. The second shot struck 
him in the fg, but he sprang wildly on 
through the yard, estill pursued by the 
murderer. He ran across the street, but naot 
Slopped at the gate, and, raising his revolver, 
TOOK SLOW, DELIBERATE AIM 
at the back of the man Who Was now across the 
street in the act of springing from the gutter to 
the sidewalk. The revolver was discharged and 
the bullet sped true to iis mark, piercing Mctlel- 
lan’s back and lodging in his heart. @ gave a 
Slugle, sharp ery of “murder,” fell in the gutter 
and rolled over on his back with his open eyes 
fixed on the assassin. Conant, still grasping his 
Weapon, coolly crossed the street and sivoped 
over his victim, evidently intending to 
fire another shot if bis work did not satisfy him. 
McClellau’s eyes, which had closed, now opened 
again and fixed tbeir glare fora mement ou the 
face of the man who was leaning above him. The 
eyes Closed again, and the man was dead, Conant 
coolly exumined the body and exclaimed with an 
oath, “l've fixed you now, and you'll have nothing 
nore {0 do with iny wife.” After wiping his re- 
volver, which was a large one of thirty-eight 
calibre, he put itupand walked away, nant 
went almost directly to the new First Baptist 
Ci.urch on West Main street,of which his 
wife is @& member, and entered the 
conlerence room. A prayer meetiug was in ses 
sion, and his wife was exhorting as he went im. 
He took a seul, and sent a boy to call ber, and 
when she came out he said, ‘1 have ki Al 
McClellan.” She exclaimed, “My God, Frank. 
never thought it would come to this.” Het 
escorted ber home. Half an bour 
LATER HE WAS ARRESTED 
by Officer Jvuseph Burdick. He gave up his re- 
volver and went along readily to the police sta- 
tion. He would say bothing, although he was de- 
sirous to know if “Al was dead.” Upou 
being told that he was he bade ood- 
bye to his wife and two children 
and quietly left them. Although Mrs. Conant’s 
lips are sealed the motive forthe crimeis be- 
lieved to have been the relation which existed be- 
tween McCieilan and Covant’s wife seven years 
belove the. WMtter’s marr 
hich Conant learned eom v 
from_a second woman, and whick, it is said, he 
com pelléd his-wrfe to confess. Tne cool delibera- 
tion with whieh the murder was planned aud the 
hynocritical friendship which Conant manifested 
tuwards Mectleilan, mark the crime as the most 
fiendish ip this community since the notorious 
Cobb-Bishop case. Mrs. Conant Is prostrated with 
grief, Conant remains calm. eisa tall, fair 
looking nan, about 35 years old, and has been 
employed in the Hyslop store for nearly twenty 
vears. He wasa trusted clerk, and his judgment 
was considered first-ciass. Conant Was a great 
udinirer of horse flesh. and has always Kept one 
or two fast borses. Pleasant and isvariably 
courteous and kind, he was tue last person to 
whom the crime of murder would appeag likely to 
be attuched. Alfred McClellan, the victim, was a 
vuod-looking, smooth-faced, biue-eyed man of lit- 
tie below medium height. He, too, is a native of 
Norwich, and was 27 years old. Furmeriy a shop 
hand 1 Norwich, he 
EVENTUALLY BECAME AN ACROBAT 
and for several seasons traveled with E.K.Rice of 
Greenwich, N. Y.,as the “Rice brothers,” the 
two appearing together. Thty bave been en- 
raged with Tony Pastor, and last year were out 
Vest wiih the J. B. Doris’ Circus. 
gaged to open the season with P, T, Barnum’s 
show on the 10th of next month. He was the 
only son and support of his widowed mother, 
Mrs. Mary McCilelian. He also took care 
of his sister. Couant was married to Miss Em- 
ma Birchard seven years ago, and they lived Lap- 
pily together, It is reported that a fewale rela- 
tive of Conant recently invited himte drink tea 
with her and made kuown to him 
some youthful indiscretion on the partof Miss 
Birehard when McClellan was playing the part of 
beau to ber. It is known that Conant has been 
under great excitement of late and has passed 
many sleepless nights. His wife, who lias recent- 
ly been converted, repeatedly asked the prayers 
of the Baptist people for her husband, as she be- 
heved he was laboring under religious excitement 
and bis immediate conversion was looked for. 
Miss Birebard formerly worked for Mrs. Mary E. 
McClellan, who is a dressmaker, and has 
always Maintained an intimacy with the 
fuinily, which has seemed be 
enjoyed by her husband. For three 
yeurs young McClellan waited upon her previous 
io her acquaintance with Conant. It has trans- 
pired that Conant borrowed a revolver a week 
agv and returned it last Monday. Nothing is 
said against Conant’s wife since ber marriage. An 
aulopsy Was made at 3 o’clock to-day, the inquest 


having been postponed.

He played two seasous — th San 
Francisco minstrels and two seasous with Tony 
Pastor, having Willlam West and Frank Kerns 
as Lis partners in the Dusiness. He was

having Jobo Hart, Chas. Morris and Ad Rymen 
as partuers. His ability in depicting eccentrie 
negro and Irish chrraciers attracted the atten- 
tion of Harrigan & Hart, ana for the 
past six years he has layed constantly 
with them, appearing as Mrs. Dublin tn the entire 
Mulligan series. He piayedtwo or three char- 
acter parts tn ‘Uordelia’s Aspirations,’ now run- 
ving at Harrigan & Hart’s, but was obliged to re- 
tire seven weeks ago because of lil-beulith.

CINCINNAT1, February 12.—At9a.m. the river 
is 68 feet 1 inch, and is still rising at the rate of an 
inch an hour. The weather is foggy and mild. 
Gallipolis reports that a fall commenced there at 
1 a. m., and that the river had fallen four inches 
up to 9 o’clock. Portsmouth reports that the 
water is still rising steadily. The weather ts mild 
and foggy.

THE WORST FEARED. 

CINCINNATI, February 12.—The sun was shin- 
ing this morning for the first time since the flood 
began.

In and Around Leulsville. 

LOUISVILLE, February 12.—The river rose eight 
inches last night, and now stands 42 feet 4 inches 
in the canal, and is rising balfan inch an hour. 
The weather was clear, warm and bright until 
noon, when it began to rain again. There is noth- 
ing new here. Jeffersonville is a Venice 
and her citizens are going about the streets in 
boats. The water is not quite so deep as last ‘ 
year, nor is the situation near so bad. The people 
are doing nicely in the second stories of their 
homes. The railroad tracks from Jeffersonville 
to New Albany have been abandoned, and the 
Jeffersonville, Madison and Indianapolis; Ohio 
and - Mississippi; Louisville, New Albany 
and Chicago roads _sitransfer by boat 
from the bridge to New Albany, The St. Louis 
Air Line has abandoned all trains. The river is 
within nearly two feet of last year’s rise, and the 
outlook is disheartening. The Kentucky river is 
rising three-fourths of an inch an hour at Frank- 
fort, with 24 feet in the channel, The weather 
there is clear. 

Swelling Again at Pittsburg. 

PrrrepunG, Pa., Fevruary 12.—The river is 

etwelling again at the rate of two inches ap hour, 


and 19 feet onthe Allegheny. Dispatches from 
poifits above report coutinued rains and the water 
fising, The people living in the bottom lands 
are filled with apprehensions of another 
flood. Many have not yet recovered ftom the late 
deluge, and the discouraging outlook tends to in- 
crease an uncomfortable feeling, with 19 feet of 
water now submerging the lower districts of the 
two cities. it is quite probable the situation of 
affairs among the sufferers in Allegheny is worse, 
if possible, than any day since the flood abated, 
and numerous additional cases of destitution 


re reported. Many of the victims in 
atidition to having been systematically plundered 


by the waters were thrown out of employment by 
the work shops being devastated, aud under any 
circumstances this fact alone would be productive 
of more or less want among the poorer classes. 
At least 8,500 people were supplied with food | 
yesterday, an increase over any previous day. 


Aid From Cleveland. 

CLEVELAND, OHIO, February 12.—A meeting of 
citiz2zns was held at the Board of Trade rooms to- 
day, Mayor Farley presiding, to arrange to send 
relief to the sufferers by the floods in the southern 
part of the State and in West Virginia. A Relief 
Committee was appointed and arrangements made 
to procure supplies of provisions and clothing to 
send at the earliest moment. $1,000 was tele- 
graphed Pomeroy, Ohio, and $500 Wheeling: 
Eight thousand pounds of pilot pread was,ordered 
baked immediately to be forwarded to sundry 
points. 


Discouraging News. 

EVANSV ILLE, INpD., February 12.—At noon. the 
river had risen a scant 4 inches since 10 o’clock 
last night, and 1s still rising. Tne weather is 
warm with signs of more rai. There are no fears 
of an overflow here, as the city front is fivé feet 
above the last February rise, and the balance of 
the city fifteen to twenty feet above. The very 
low plaius back of and outside of the city will be 
submerged, but there is no danger elsewhere. 
Much uneasiness, however, is felt. The news 
from Shawneetown and the Wabash are discour- 
aging, 

The Wabash and White Rivers.

MT. UARMEL, ILu., February 12.—The Wabash 
and White Rivers are rising faster than ever. The 
late rains have given them afresh start and now 
nearly the whole river bottoms are under water.

Railroad Trains Abandoned. 

CAIRO, ILL., February 12.—A heavy fog pre- 
vailed here nearly all night, causing navigation to 
be almost impossible. The Texas and St. Louis 
Railroad suspended running trains into Cairo this 
morning. The water is over their tracks at Bird’s 
Point. The river here is 46 feet 8inehes and ris- 
ing half an inch an hour. Business here is going 
OD as usual, the water not interfering as yet. 


Bridge Washed Away. 

LITTLE Rock, February 12.—The Little Rock 
and Fort Smith Railroad bridge over the bayou 
this side of Ozark has been washed away by the 
flood, and one-fourth ot a mile is covered by 
water by a ledge of rock giving away. A portion 
of the track was carried into the river. A steady 
rain fell all night and this morning. The Arkan- 
sas is rising rapidiy this forenoon and it is be- 
ieved that by night the water will be higher here 
éhan for several years. 


Money Voted. 
PHILADELPHIA, February 12.—A society for 
organizing charity voted $4,000 for the relief of 
the sufferers of the food, that peing the sum re- 
maining from the fund raised last spring for a 
similar purpose. 


No Trains for New Orleans. 

The situation of the Iron Mountain at Bird’s 
Point and Belmont reached the crisis this morn- 
ing and all New Orleans trains are abandoned. 
Local trains between Poplar Biuff and Bismarck 
will continue running, but nothing east or south 
ot Charleston will be moved, Every train on the 
main line to Texas will be run as usual. The 
Texas and St. Louis has discontinued receiving 
freight and the Cairo and St. Louisis swamped 
on the Southern end. Its business is being cared 
for by the Cairo Short Line. An influx of water 
at this point is looked for to-night.

Showing the Results of 4 Month’s Work by 
Water Inspectors. 

“T feel very much gratified over the report of 
the Water Inspectors made to me this morning,’ 
said Mr. F. W.Mott, Assessor and Collector of 
Water Rates, to-day. ‘A little over a month ago 
the reservoir was empty. The cold weather and 
a number of large fires had extiausted it. I put 
on a force of inspectors, and the result of their 
work has been that the reservoir has been kept 
full ever since, and for the last ten days it has 
peen kept so by the pumping power of only one 
engine. Fow, the expense attached to the em- 


ployment of the inspectors amounts to — in 
oomparison with the gain resulting from a fuil 
reservoir, and even that expense will be almost 
entirely mitigated by the fines assessed from 
those whom we have prosecuted for wasting 
water.” The report referred to is as follows: 

Sr. Louris. February 12, 1884. 

Hon. &. W. Mort, Assessor and Collector of 
Water Rates: I have the honor toreport the fol- 
lowing work done by the special inspector of 
wattr waste from January 8ih to February 12th 
inclusive, ' 

The inspectors are divided inco three classes 
anc their work is confined to the three folowing 
districts: The Southern and Northern district, 
the Central district and the Western district. 
The Southern distriee extends from Chouteau 
avenue to Arsenal street and from the 1. M. & 58. 
R. R. to Jefferson avenue. The Central district 
extends from Chouteau avenue to Cass avenue 
and fromthe river to Jefferson avenue.

Virginia Election Investigation to Begin 
Next Thursday—Inter-State Com- 
merce—Political Points and Other 
Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., February 12.—At a meet- 
ing of the House Committee on Banking ana Cur- 
rency this morning Mr. Potter gave notice that he 
proposed to withdraw his 2 per ceot bill and 
substitute a new funding bill, which weuld proba- 
bly go to the Committee on Ways and Means. 
His new bill, which he introduced to-day, author- 
izes the Secretary of the Treasury to convert the 


resent 3 per cent, 4 per cent and 4% per cent 
nas into new 2% ner cent bonds, each new 
bond to be payable at° the sume timeandon the 
same conditions as the bond for which it is sub- 
stitugd. In making the exchange of the vew 
bond for the 4s and 44%s the Secretary is author- 
ized to pay such a sum in each case as is equal to 
the amount saved in interest to the country. The 
bill reduces the tax on the circulation of the Na- 
tional banks one half and further authorizes the 
Secretary to purchase any class of bonds, Daya- 
bie in the future, instead of calling in the bonds 
now payabie, when, by so doing, he can make it 
to the advantage of the Government,

Inter-State Commerce.

WASHINGTON, February 12.—The Senate to-day 
passed a bill directing the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to pay Mrs. Louisa Boday, of Oregon, $5,400, 
in full settiement of her claim against the Gov- 
ernment for depredations committed and prop- 
erty taken and destroyed by the Modoc Indians 
in November, 1872. The Boddy family settled 
upon public. lands in Oregon, and were 
among the first victims of the Modoe War. The 
husband of the claimant, her two sons and son-1n- 
law were murdered and their property taken. 
For this she put in the claim.

THE FRANK JAMES CASE. 

In another column is printed the official 
statement filed by Prosecuting Attorney 
WALLACE, giving his reasons for dismissing 
the State cases against FRANK J AMES, From 
this it appears that he did it to save Mis- 
souri from further disgrace in trying JAMES 
with the whole influence of the present Gov- 
ernor and Supreme Court unmistakably ar- 
rayed against his conviction. This dismissal 
sets up no bar toa renewal of the prosecu- 
tions under somé future administration, and 
it was necessary to defeat the well under- 
stood game of keeping this nighly favored 
robber chief under the protection of a lot of 
Missouri indictments, rendered harmless by 
powerful official and political influence, but 
very effective as a bar to the prisoner's ex- 
tradition for trial in other jurisdictions, ) 
In his accompanying remarks to the 
court, Mr. WALLACE plainly showed how 
painfully he felt the humiliating necessity 
of his position. It was not the vindication 
with which he had so long hoped and 
struggled to crown Missouri justice. But 
when he could no longer fail to see that any 
other course would make him and the State 
the passive agents of a foul compact and the 
instruments of a hideous travesty of justice, 
he promptly washed his hands and the 
State’s hands of the whole dirty business, 
and, referring to the application for a 
change of venue as a full vindication of 
Jackson County’s courts and juries, laid the 
responsibility where it belongs. 

In a gallant, open fight against the James 
Boy influence in Jackson County this plucky 
and able young man was elected Prosecuting 
Attorney in 1880 as an Independent, or bolt- 
ing Democrat. ‘Then the first really for- 
midable operations for the suppression of 
the robbers began. In a little time all the 
known members of the band, except its 
chief, were in their graves or in the hands of

Democrats for re-cleetion and all 
nation to defeat him at the polis in 1882 hay- 
ing visibly failed, FRANK JAMES surren- 
dered himself for trial. By his conviction in 
a court of Justice, Mr. WALLACE hoped to 
wipe out all the stains of tolerated putlawry 

and the disgrace of hiring thugs to assassi- 

nate JESSE JAMES in the presence of his wife 
and children. But the hired assassins having 
been pardoned according to contract, and 
the railroad blood money having been dis- 
posed of, it began to be apparent that Gov. 

CRITTENDEN proposed to atone four the 
JESSE JAMES affair and make reparation to 
the James Boy influence by pursuing to- 
wards the captive chief a course the very 
opposite of that which he had taken with 
reference to the prosecution of the subordi- 
nates of the clan. 

At the Gallatin trial a representative of 

the State’s highest judicial tribunal ap- 
peared as a volunteer counsel for the pris- 
oner, to throw its influence against the pros- 
ecution and set up its superior authority 
against the instructions of the inferior 

local court. The Governor also ap- 

peared there in person as a 
swift witness to assistin impeaching and 
discrediting the testimony for the prosecu- 

tion, and 1m more ways than one it was 
made apparent that there was some power- 
ful official support behind the brow-beating 
bravado and bullying insolence with ih 
the prisoner’s friends bore themselves fn 
court and out of court. The trial and the 
result were alike mockeries of law and jus- 
tice. 

The Supreme Court representative having 
failed to exclude LippIL’s testimony at Gal- 
latin, arecent Supreme Court decision has 
been launched which made Mr. WALLAUE 
wholly g@ependent on the Governor for power 
to introduce it in the Jackson County case, 
and the Governor has refused to make Lip- 
DIL a competent witness, as he might have 
done by a scratch of a pen, removing a tech- 
nical defect of an old pardon, without re- 
lieving the fellow from any prosecution or 
punishment to which he is now liable. 
The same Governor who had pardoned 
the Forp boys, and pardoned TuckER 
BassHAM at the threshold of a ten year 
term in penitentiary in order that his testi- 
mony might put young Bint RYAN in the 
penitentiary for twenty-five years, absolute- 
ly refused to let FRANK JAMES be con- 
victed of the same robbery on the testimony 
of another member ofthe gang, for whom 
no further exemption from punishment is 
asked. 

These are the circumstances under which 
Mr. WALLACE was compelled to withdraw 
the protection of Missouri indictments and 
turn FRANK JAMES Over to some jurisdic- 
tion in which executive and judicial infiu- 
ence are not so powerfuily exerted in his be. 
half. Possibly Minnesota, as well as Mis- 
souri, may fail to convict FRANK, and there- 
by mitigate the prejudice which this failure 
of justice will multiply against Missouri. 
But in the meantime her peeple will have to 
bear the heavy load of shame laid upon 
them by Goy. CRITTENDEN and Judge Putt.

Then will their 
Honors return to Jefferson City and straight- 
way pass upon the disputed tax-bills for 
street reconstruction which now await their 
Honors’ decision, 

Far be it from us to say that the ‘Supreme 
Court would be influenced in its decision of 
a purely legal question by the personal in- 
convenience resulting from the mud on their 
judicial boots. But the visible and tangible 
evidences of the inconveniences which the 
people sutfer from the condition of the 
streets in this city would induce them to lay 
aside all possible delay in giving a decision 
on which so much of onr comfort depends, 
And itis with the highest respect for the 
highest judicial body in tne State that we 
voice the prayer of a half a million sufferers 
in asking for the immediate relief of a de- 
cision. 

A Letuery Fraud. 
From the New York Times. 

Gen. Jubal A. Early, one of the paid attaches 
of the Louisiana State Lottery Company, has 
been put forward by that vicious and corrupting 
organization to earn his salary by defending its 
work. Mr, Dauphin, the President of the com- 
pauy, Gen. Early says, is a gentleman of such 
high character that he is willingto vouch “for 
the correctness of whatever he publishes in re- 
gard tothe operations of the lottery company.” 
But Gen. Early knows, or ought to know, that 
Mr. Dauphin is simply a figurehead, whose name 
was placed at the heagef the concern only after 
that of Charles T. Howard—the chief of the lot- 
tery gang—had become a’by-word and 4 reproach 
in the community where he resides, and that Mr. 
Dauphin, like Early himself, is only a paid em- 
ploye of theconcerh. The drawings of the lot- 
tery, says Gen, Early, are “under the sole and 
exclusive control of Gen. Beauregard and myself, 
the officials of the lottery company haying noth- 
ing to do with them, except to furnish us with 
the requisite materials and facilities.’ But Gen. 
Beauregard, as is also Gen. Early, is paid about 
$12,000 per year by the gamblers who rwn the 
drawings, and the lottery wheels and parapher- 
nalia are always in the house and in the keeping 

Of these rascals, who have been devoting them- 
selves for years to corrupting legislators and 
buying up officials. Gen. Early lives in Virginia 
and usually manages to get down to New Orleans 
in time to be present when the monthly drawings 
of the lottery are had, but neither he nor Gen. 
Beauregard examines the contents of the wheel 
containing the numbers. They aliow their names 
to be used for money to help to bolster up the 
vicious and foul-smelling coucern which has been 
the cause Of so much wretchedness, misery, and 
crime, and one of them at least shows how con- 
taminating an employment of this hature ig when 
he can be forced by his employers to write eulo- 
gistic advertisements of their work to help 


“rope in” the deluded victims of the lottery 
gamblers. 


John Sherman’s Policy. 
From the New York Times (Rep.) 

When Mr. John Sherman writes a letter for 
publication in whieh he remarks that “the whole 
protective system is now in more danger from its 
friends than from its enemies,” it cannot be de- 
nied that the world is moving. What Mr. Sher- 
man means, as he goes on to explain, is thatthe 
friends of the protective system are in danger 
of being seduced, by the siren song of Hewitt, 
into believing that cheaper raw materials would 
be good for them. In fact, according to the Sena- 
tor from Uhio, the effect of cheap raw materials 
would be most baneful. “The ruie of protection 
must extend to all labor alike—to the labor of the 
farmer in producing wool and to the labor of the 
miner in digging coal—and if it is denied tothe 
farmer and miner, it cannot justly b& maintained 
in favor of the manufacturer.” This is the good 
old principle. “Let usall grow rich by taxing 
each other.” But how about the farmer who does 
not “produce wool’’—except by the assistance of 
Mr. Sherman, over hiseyes—and has to pay balf 
as much again for his woolen clothes as they aré 
worth in the interest of the farmer whe does, and 
about the laborer who digs potatoes ins tead of 
coal and is taxed for his coal? The rule of protec- 
tion extended to all labor alike seems to require 
that these persons should be permitted to take 
their share out in money, and Senator Sherman 
should secure the symnietry of the system by in- 
troducing a bill to thet effect. 


A Lesson for Both Parties, 
From the Boston Herald, Ind. 
The internal taxes have been reduced from an 
annual yield of $309,000,000 to about $100,000, 000. 


The tariff has been’ twice reduced, though very

inadequately. In 1868 the Republican party pre 
pared for the Presidential canvass by abating 
$60,000,000 of taxes, and carried the election, In 
1872 it reduced the tariff horizontally 10 per cent, 
and extended the free list, though chiefly from 
juxuries, and again it succeeded. In 1676 the 
Democrats had control of the House, and killed 
Mr. Morrison’s bill, which aimed to reduce the 
tariff taxes some $20,000,000, They lost the elec- 
tion, In 1880 they had both Houses, and again 
went before the people without having effected a 
reduction of $1 in the burdensome taxation. 
Again they were beaten. In 1882 the Kepubiicans 
having neglected to abate the taxes, in the face of 
@ $100,000.000 surplus, Were severely disciplinea. 
Coming back in December, they knockea off §40,- 
000,000 or $50,000,000, and in the elections of last 
fall recovered a good portion of their lost ground, 
Is there no lesson for the party—for both parties, 
in fact—in this recora? If the Republicans are 
not blind to their opportunity, they will accept 
the Morrison bill, with%uch just modifications as 
may be made, and assist in perfecting and pass- 
ing it. It stops short of the reforms proposed by 
their own commission and promiséd by their own 
Congress. 


Long John’s Backers. 
From the New York World. 

Peculiar significance.is given to the recently de- 
veloped effort to put Senator John Sherman for- 
ward as the Republican candidate for President 
by the declaration of a prominent Republican 
Cougressman of Ohio made in Washington last 
week. These are, specifically, that Senator Sher- 
man has “more friends among the moneyed men 
of the country than any member of his party ;’’ 
that the National Banks are “for him above any 
other eandidate;’”’ that,‘‘he has the good-will of all 
the great railroad corporations,” and that he 
would enter the raee with a campaign fund de- 
Fived from these several sources of $2,375,000. Kx- 
cellent recommendations these, no doubt, in the 
eyes of Republicans, but the best possible reasons 
why Senator Sherman should not be elected Pres- 
ident. By the grace of the Republican party the 
money power has already obtained too mach in- 
fiuence in politics. With such a close friend in 
the Presidential chair that influence would be 
dangerously strengthened. The American people 
must check this tendency of money to control 
elections. When money rules the councils, the 
courts and the ballot-box, individual liberty be- 
cymes &2 mere question of dollars and cents.

Tan LAST RESTING PLACE. 


Bodies Sent te Medical Colleges Last Month 
~—How They Are Handled. 

The family living at No. 2129 Lucas avenue have 
complained to a Post-DisPaTCH reporter that 
they and their neighbors are frequently subjected 
to great annoyance by the actions of the students 
iu the Missouri Medieal College in the rear of 
their houses. Their statements were to tho effect 
that bodies were received at the college almost 
every night, and that instead of being quictiy 
carried in the eorpses were dragged down the 
back steps of the college to the dead-house, the 
beads striking against each.step with a “dull 
thud.” This noise, they ciaim, is not calculated 
to soothe the nerves of people. who ae kept 
ght by the sounds coming from the 
dissecting rooms. They turthermore allege that 
eid bandages and portions of refuse bodies are 
kept in barrels in the back yard of the college un- 
‘til Ube odor that arises therefrotn becomes 50 pen- 
étrating and so obnoxious that even the aogs that 
are betrayed up that way through an ignorance 
of the locality put their tails between their 
legs and run Over to the car stables for a breath 
of fresh air. One Jady said that the bodies were 
delivered at ihe coliege by a man who was 
formeriy a celebrated resurrectionist and. that 
they were delivered in such numbers as to cause 
4 suspicion that they had not ali been procured 
from the proper parties. Whether these state- 
ments are strictly true or largely exaggerated

The law also provides that the body of no 
person.wbo before death expressed a desire to be 
interred shall be given to colleges. 


NOT ANXIOUS TO TALK. 


Congressman McLean Kefuses to Discuss 
the Post Office Fight. 

“I was only four days in Washington,” said Dr. 
McLean to a Post-DIsPaTcH reporter this morn- 
ing. “Il returned yesterday and J] can assure you 
that I dido’t have much time to devote to other 
affairs than my own. [I arrived there last 
Wednesday morning, just after the close of the 
River Convention, so 1 can tell you nothing about 
that that you do not already know. I saw no one 
in Washington with whom I did not directly have 
business. I would not have gone on there at all 
but for the fact that I had reason to believe 
my printing was not being done as fast as it 
should be, so I went onto hurry it up. All that 


remaius to be printed, you knew, is the record, 
and as that is being printed by the National 
Printing House it is difficult to bave it 
done“ rapidly. However. they promised 
dhatitshould be done in a few days, and if they 
bave kept their wor@ the record wtii be ready to- 
day. My lawyers will then subinit it to the Com- 
mittee on Elections. My brief is already filed.” 

“How soon will the case be tried, then?”’ 

“Well, after the record is flied, the contestee, 
Mr. Broadhead, is allowed fifteen days to file his 
brief. Of course he will wait till the last moment 
before filing it—that’s business, you know—and 
then it will depend upobh me and others to urge 
the immediate trial of the case.” 

“What are your chances?” 

“I consider them first-class. Ican’t tell you 
bow nicely l have been treated in Washington. 
Tbhemembers have been @xceedingly courteous to 
me, and I bave met on every hand, both with my 
old associates and pew members, the very kind- 
est treatment.” 

‘You do vot fear partisanship, then?” 

“Notatail; Lam firmly convinced that if the 
committee makes afavorabie report ou my case 
the House will decide the contest in my fayor.”’ 

*How about the Post Office fight?” 

“Now, yuung man, I dou’t know anything about 
that. 1 bave so much to do here in St. Louis that 
I had to cut my Washington Visit as short as pos- 
sivle. I wasin my recom the greater part of the 
time, and wever left exceptfor the purpose of 
going to the printing house or seeing some of the 
‘Members about my case. Ididn’t go near the 
candidates for the Post Office, and avuided the 
subject as much as possible. I have nothing to 
dv with that, you know. They are all frienas of 
mine, and 12 my present condition, I feel that 
cannot take sidesin that fight. When I get m 
seat, then I will endeavor to use what influence 
bave got forthe man I wantto see made Post- 
master.

A BIG FRAUD. 


The Bogus Divorce Business Dis- 
covered in Brooklyn.

How Marriages Were Annulled Without 
Publicity—The District Attorney’s In- 
véstigation—Several Arrests.

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, February 12.—An exceedingly in- 
teresting case was brought to light in Brooklyn 
yesterday, and when an investigation of the mat- 
ter is fully completed it is likely that mach light 
Will be thrown upon the very simple system of ob- 
taining divorces which has been noticeable for a 
few years past, A letter was received by Rodney 
Thursby, clerk of Kings County, recently, which 
is as follows: 

“Boston, Fepruary 56, 1884. 
‘‘To Clerk of Kings County: 

“DEAR Srg—Will you kindly inform me if 
the inclosed is a correct copy of the 
record of the divorce suit in Kings 


County and if the signature of Rodney Thursby is 
‘genuine, andif everytithing is ali straight and 
egal. Your immediate answer will greatly 
oblige Yours truly, 

[Signed] “Mrs. G, F. RUNDLETTE.” 

Tiis lady is the wife of Francis H. Ruudlette. 
She received from her lawyers a copy of an abso- 
lute divorcee obtained by ber, Jannary 24, 1854, 
from her husband on satisfactory ground. The 
Rame of John G, Law wason the papers in the 
case as referee. The document bore the seal of 
the County of Kings. When Mr. Thursby read 
the decree he saw in au instant thal if was a 
iorgery. He examined it closely and found 
that the name of John T. 6, Clark appeared 
on the document as attorney for the 
piaintiff. Ciark is a lawyer ai No. 234 Broadway, 
this city. He advertises daily in the newspapers 
that he cau procure absolute divorces without 
publicity ia any Statein the Union, Mr. Thurs- 
by immediately left his office, with the commun- 
ication from Boston in his pocket. He went to 
the office of District Attorney Ridgeway, before 
whom the matier was piaced, It appears that 
the latter official had already learned something 
him regard eertain divorces whicu 
had been granted in Brooklyu as lilegal,aud be be- 
gan ap investigation. The case 

WAS WORKED VERY CAREFULLY 
and sufficient evidence was Obtained on Satur- 
day last to warrant tie arrest of John GW. 
Law, who has been lor several years @ uveputy 
clerk in Kings County Sdpreme Court. It was 
found that a number of divorces had Deen illegal- 
ly granted through Law’s official connection with 
and knowledge of Court matters, The papers in 
ail the cases were found to be in the hand-writing 
of One Man Who Was also arrested on Saturday by 
Detective short of the Fitth Precinet, Williams- 
burg. He is acoloredman tamed Jacob D. An- 
derson, and when seen by{the detective he was 
about to enter Clark’s law office on Broadway. 
He said he lived in. Concord stieet, Brooklyn, put 
the officer could uot findthe house. Anderson 
it appears has been the means 
of communication between the law office 
where he was employed and the Deputy

Another simpie method was found to have 
beeu used in other cases. Witnesses 
who were willing to tesiify io auything 
were secured, and a referee appointed bygJudge 
Pratt took the testimony of these witnesses ina 
legal way. Upon the manufactured testimony the 
referee recommended that, upon the evidence, a 
decree should be gragated. It was iinpossibie to 
show collusion with the referee in such cases, 
Chas. C. Brady. who died receutly, Wasa referee 
in one of the cases In whieh bogus testimony is 
supposed to have been given. Law seems to have 
favored the appointment of himself as referee in 
most causes, however. William Hadden sought to 
secure a divorce from his wile, Cecelia Hadden. 
The papers were made out, and, upon the affiuavit 
of Mr, Charles Roach thattbe defendant was a 
non-résident, the case wis brought 
before a_ referee and, with testimony 
prepared for the occasion, the case Was decided, 
and a decree granted on ;the recommendation of 
the referee. Llu examining the bogus seal it was 
found that fvliowing the word “County” there 
Was not the punctuation mark, which is lound ou 
the genujue. Cohen Law was arrested by head- 
quarter detectives, accompanied by Police Super- 
jatendent Campbeil, in iis house in Herkimer 
street, hear Tioy avenue, Saturday night. He 
denied ail Knowledge of tne transaction, with 
which he wascharged. He was taken belore the 
District Altorpey, and on being conironted with 
evidence of his crime adimitied that he 
was guilty, and promisea to help the 
officers in securing further arrests. Adrian 
Roberts, a clerk in the bogus divuree 
establishment,:was also taken into custody, He 
injormed the officers (nat Law had been in the 
habit of visiting Clark’s office 
for some time and tiiat Lhey evideutly were trais- 
acting considerabie business wiih cach other. 
Roberts Was'taken to Brooklyn, where he eun- 
fronted Law. The latier fiiled to keep his prom- 
ise and Wouid noi recognize him. Law was taken 
before Juage Massey yesierday morning bus bait 
was reiused him. His couiusei then went before 
Judge Pratt, Who admitted bim to bail in the sum 
oi $5,000 against the Wishes of Disirict Attorney 
Ridgeway.

themselves as being such victims of discrimina- 
tion that they seriously contemplated a move 
which would divert a beavy trade from the St. 

Louis chaunel, Then the work of ascertaining 
what foundation there was for the complaints was 
entered upon. 

“So far as 1 Know,” said a seatiomen. who is 
weil qualified to speak for the freight department 
of the Gould system, *‘the statement that the 
Gould Management gave these other roads at tue 
time of the Wabash consolidation the assurance 
tbat that road would not be favored in business 
that we had to send East, has no foundation.;Still, 
that is & matter which would not necessarily come 
to my Knowledge, as if given at all the assurance 
would have come from the gentlemen who direct- 
ly represent the stockholders. But what bush 
that sor, of thing is! Ifa man were to come to 
you and ask you if you were going to be good, 
what would you say? Why,you’d say ‘yes.’ Weil, if 
one road goes to ayoiher and asks whether it is 
going to make special rates or to iry to get any 
particular class of business, what sort of answer 
re itexpect? Why, of course, the anwer will be 
7 Oo ’ 


“But have the Texas agents of the Gould lines 
been instructed to send thetr Eastern business 
via the Wabash from St. Louis?” 

“As to to that 1 can speak most positively. The 
report is absolutely untrue. No such orders have 
ever been issued. I will say, “however, that it is 
absurd to suppose that there was any necessity 
for Lue issuauce Of such an order. Every man in 
the empioy of the Missouri Pacific system 
knows that the interests of that sys- 
tm and of the Wabash are identical, and 
it would be very strange if be did not govern him- 
self accordingly. A man having the intelligence 
necessary for the company’s business at any 
shitting poini shoulda 

CERTAINLY NEED NO INSTRUCTIONS 

On that point; aud if we nad an agent who failed 
to act for the best interests ot the company which 
employed him, Ido not hesitate to say that we 
would soon get rid of him, Why, suppose it were 
a Mercantile Louse instead of a railroad company, 
which had a branch house over in Il}laois. 
W Ould it not be both natural and proper for ik to 
do al! it legitimately could to foster the business 
Of thai branch house?” ' 

“Why, certainly. But I supposed that there 
were sone cougiderations which entitled the com- 
plaining roads to a portion of your business, For 
instance I thought that maybe they were giviog 
to your roads a large amount of Weet-bound bust 
hess Which would Warrupt them ia exacting a 
return.” . 

“We are under no obligations whatever to give 
them business, Asto tbe east-bound and west- 
bound freights, let me give you a few figures 
which will settie ail controversy on that ques- 
lon. During the period from January 1, 1883, to 
October 31. 1883, We sent to roads east of the river 
& total of 440,005,090 pounds of freight. while we 
received [gom tbem only 187,871,370 pounds.” 

“And How m@cii of that east-bound total went 
to the Wabash?” . 

“OQuly about 28 per cent. Asa matter of fact 
we have been altogether too amiable. There is. 
as you know, a 1 on Hast-bound dead freight, 
in which the five roads—C. & A., L ana St. L., 
O. & M., Vandalia and Wabash are in- 
terested, Now, as 2@ matter of fact, 
we were bound to report to ihat 
pool, to be divided up among these roads, only so 
much freight as originated bere in St. Lonis, and 
Was handled by the Wabash. They demanded of 
us, however, that w? also report ali business 
which we brought in from the East and South, 
destined forthe East. Instead of refusing to do 
$0, aS We Nad aright to do, we made no ovléction. 
bul hunted up the figure for as far as a year baek, 
and turned them aii intogihe pool. Notwith- 
standing all this, and notwithstanding the fact 
that we were carrying tar more thap our percent- 
age ol freights, the Wabash was only allowed 
tweniy per cent of the pool business, the same as 
the other four roads.:Finally we determined to ask 
for am increase of our percentage in the pool, basing 

our request,pot only upon the amount of business 
carried by the Wabash but upon tbe fact that, 
while pone of the roads except the C. & A.

west of the river, the Wabash represented 6,000 
miles of road on this side,whose entire freighiage 
was allowed to zo into tbe pool. On our argu- 
ment we asked to be allotted 30 per cenit 
of the 7 Notwithstanding the man- 
ifest fairness of our argument, the other roads 
immediately raised a great howl, and 
one of them sent iis representative on a great 
sbum” tothe East with aloud demand that his 
road be aliowed ee per cent.. also because of 
the tremendous business he was doing. and ail 
such rot as that, Noaction has been taken on 
our application yet, but I imagine that this new 
cry they have raised, that we are inimical to St. 
Louis, and are liabie to drive away business by 
our discriminations against them, grows 
out .of the fear that we will secure 
a fair share of the | business.”’ 

“fs the plan whieh they propose for diverting 
freicht from the 8t. Louis channe! practicable?” 

“jt would serve to teach stockholders one of the 
awful dangers of putting their money into rail- 
roads, The whole tnterests of our system are 
centered in St. Loujs, and this city is bound to 
be benefited by whatever prosperity wecan win 
for ourselves, hence this senseless talk 
about our injuring 8t. Lonis business will not 
blind any thinking man. We are having a hard 
fight for ‘Texas business against the lines which 
have water-way connection with the East, but we 
are bringing all we can by this channel, ana in 
some cases we carry treights 250 miles out of their 
direct course, and at less rates than are charged 
by the more direct lines, for the sake of diverting 
it to thischannel. [f such a combination as 
these St. Louis and New Orleans roads 
propose were made, __ it would have 
the effect of cheapening transportation in Texas, 
so that we would be enabled to get possession of 
a much larger quantity of freight than we now 
do.” 
Visiting next a gentleman who its thoroughly 
posted in the affairs of the passenger departinent 
of the system, the reporter took his dose of tonic 
in the way of an excoriation, and thev progressed 
with his search for information. 

“You can say,” said the official, “that no such 
insfruetions as they complain of have gone out to 
our Texas passenger agents.”

It is very evigent from all the indications that 
the various roads are ripe fora row, which, even 
if temporarily averted, will probably be precipi- 
tated should the Wabash application for 30 per 
cent of the pool receive favorable action.

Probable Success of the Lindell Avenne 
Boulevard Scheme. 

The question of extending the boulevard along 
Pine and Locust streets to Forest Park has re- 
ceived considerable attention of late, both from 
the residents whu live along Pine streets and 


} Lindell avenue beyond:Grand, and those who 


indulge frequentiy in pleasure driving. 


The Missouri Railroad Company have applied for 
a charter several times to extend their line to 
the park either by way of Lindell avenue or Pine 
street, but the intense lndignation of the property 
Owners 00 those tWo streets and the strong oppo- 
sition they brought to bear against the granting 
of the charter has always defeated it. 
They contend that eliher or both of 
these streets should be reserved’ for

tést against the granting of this charter to the 
Missouri Road was held the other evening at the 
residence of Mr. H, L. Piaté on Pine street.

GALVESTON HARBOR. 


A Talk With the Committee Appointed to 
Memorialize Cengress. 

Col. W. L. Muody, president of the National] 
bank of Texas; C. G. Wells, president of the Gal- 
yeston Cottou Exchange; R. G, Street, a promi- 
nent attorney ot Galveston, and Col. A. H. Belo, 
of the Galveston News, are in 
the city to-day stopping at the 
Southern. These gentiemen constitute the 


committee appointed by the Mayor of Galveston 
Lo present a memorial to Congress, asking the 
afiuption of the proposition of Capt. James B, 
Eads to secure deep water for Galveston harbor, 
and are now on their way to Washington to 
bring the matter properly before Cop- 
egress. A Post-DispaTcH reporter had a 
chat with the members of the ecommittee 
this morning a few minutes before they started 
out with Judge Cochran, Captain Eads’ attorney. 
The deeprning of the Galveston Darbor, taocy say 
has become a matter of national linportance au 
of especial interest io the whole West and South- 
west, owing to the enormeus amount of coin- 
meree of which Galvestun is the natural outlet, 
The imports and exports gre already of great 
valine under the disadvantages of ashallow harbor 
which will not permit the entrance of deep- 
draught steamers, and when this obstruction is 
taken away tire benefits to trade will be of ines- 
timable value, Jiiereis no deep harbor on the 
coast of Texas, andthat of Galveston presents 
the best opporiunities for improvement. The 
aecompilisbient of the pian oj Capt, Eads to 
establish a depth of thirty teet will open 
to the State of Texas and the whvie 
West cheap and desirable water trans- 
portation to the Eastero States, Europe 
and Suuth: America. Considerable trade has al- 
ready Deen esiablished with Brazil, aud it only 
requires this means of encouragement to firmiy 
estabiishii. ‘lhe Governmeut engineers have 
expended nearly $2,000,000, and eight years of la- 
bor with searcely any fesull, and the jetty plan 
of Capt. Eads ts believed to be tne only feasible 
method. He guarantees to secure thirty feet of 
water for. $7,750,000, payable iy installinents as 
different Gepiis are secured, >- 

The plan is indorsed by the people ana the 
Legislature of Texas, the latter having instructea 
its Representatives in Congress to introduce a bili 
to adopt the plan. The commiitee hag no plan 
formed except to secure, if possible, a separate 
appropriation bill ior the purpose,

CUT His THROAT, 


Thomas Kelly's Suicide This Morning—A 
Wife's Desperate Struggie. 

The little one story brick dwelling, 1533 (new 
number) North Eighteenth street, just north of 
Cass avenue, was the scene ofa horrible suicide 
just before daybreak this morning. Afew min- 
utes before 4 o’clock Mrs. Thomas Kelly arose 
from her sleep, and saw her husband staggering 


around the room with two gashes in his throat. 
Blood was dripping from his cloth- 
ing, and he heid a bloody razor in his 
right baud. The frightened woman sprang from 
ber bed, and, after a struggle in which the paim 
of ber right band Was cut to the bone, she suc- 
ceeded iu Wresting the razor from her crazed 
husband, In the struggle Lie lile-viood of the un- 
fortunate Man Was Spattered on the furniture and 
the front door, S$ soon aS she got the 
razor from her husband = Mrs, 
threw it into the street, where it laid 
until picked up an hour later by Detec:ive James 
Tracy. A few minutes after the terrible act Mr. 
Keily feli exhausted to the floor. He lingered on 
until nearly 6o’elock before he died. About 3 
o'clock tis morning Mr. Kelly got up and 
dressed himself before his wile Knew it. After 
hard coaxing she prevailed upon him to return to 
bed, which he dmi only to get up an hour later 
and end his life. Mr. Keily bad for the last four 
months been 
SUFFERING FROM INDIGESTION, 

and was Under treaiment by D-. Thomas O'Reilly, 
From the effects of. his illness he became very 
despondent and gome two weeks ago quit his 
work as collector on the bridge. He has acted 
very strangely «1 times, 60 much g0as tu make 
his family think that he was going insane. 
His wife had anticipated an act 
of this kind, and, consequently, 
had carefully cuncealed revolver and potkel- 
knife. She was under the impression that she 
had also put away ble razor. and thinks now that 
her busband must bave carried it with him for 
several days. About two months ago the deceased 
had bought tne little dwelling where he ended bis 
days, but had not quite cympleted the 
payment for it. This fact 

preyed on bis mind to an ya ate extent, 

was one Of the first plies appointed tor the Un- 
iow Depot. He was 37 years old and leaves a wife 
and threechidrea., Deceased was a son-in-law of 
Detective James Tracy.

AN AGENT BINDS HIS PRINCIPAL. 

The case of A. 8. Gentry vs. The Connecticut 
Mutual Life Insurance Company grew out of the 
following State of faces: The Oonnecticut Mutu- 
al Company appointed aman named Ryan its |o- 
cal ageut at Sedalia, Mo. A. 8. Gentry 
made an application for a policy 
on his life and paid the first premium. 
When this was done Ryan promised that if the 
company, to whem all such applications are re- 
ferred, should refuse to issue the policy, the mon- 
ey would be refunded. The company dia refuse 
the risk and then Gentry wanted his money, 
it not being forthcoming, he sued the company, 
which defended on the ground that it 
had pot received, the movuey. Judge 
Adams, before whom the case was tried 
in the Cireuit Court gave judgment for plaintiff 
holding that the company were plainly bound by 
the acts of their agent Ryan even thuugh it dia 
pot get the money from him. 
peals affirms his view of the law. 

CATTELL'S CASE. 

In affirming the judgweut of the Circuit Court 
in the case Of David A. Cattell vs. the Dispatch 
Publishing Company, the court says: “The ver- 
dict(in favor of defendan:) was rendered on 
January 12, 1883, and a motion for a new trial was 
filed on January 17. The motion was not filed 
within four days. as the law requires. The ruie 
for computing the time within which an actis to 
be dune is to omit the first day and couut the last. 
If this be Gone it appears that the last day for 
filing this motion Was the 16th of January. It is 
immaterial that a Sunday iateryened, unless 
Suuday was the last day for fillug the motion. But 
Sunday im 1883 fell on the 14th of January. As 
the motion tor a new trial was filed out of time, 
the court committed no error in Gvyerruling It. 
The verdict was one that the jury 
could pot Lave formed if plaintiff had proved his 
case. liis a finding that he did not prove his 
case. Its legal. effect can be understood, and it 
will Support the judgment. Ihe judgment is 
affirmed. Atl the judges concur.”

COMMON CARRIERS’ LIABILITY. 

In passing on the cause of Aibert 5. Austin ys. 
the St. Lows and St. Paul Packet Company, the 
Court decided that il &@ Common Carrier at Bt. 
Louis Conwacts Wita a persou lo Carry Lis goods 
trom LaCrosse w St. Louis and such goods 
are hot delivered bere after having 
been received by the carrier, but are 
ioat en route then vuless the loss is occasioned by 
the act of God or the publie enemy the company 
is responsible, even thouch the company em- 
ployed thé boat Of another company to carry tue 
goods. 

THE CHELTENHAM AWARDS. 

Last summer tue St. Louis and sau Francisco 
Raiiroad Company uudertook to Duild @ line . par- 
aiiel to the line of the Migsour! Pacific Compauy 
trom St.. Louis to Pacilic. The survey went 
through certain property oi the 
Evens & Howard Fire Biick Company, ana 
the Missouri Fire-Brick and Ciay Company, and 
uther property-tividers at Chelltenuam. Coim- 
missiouers Were appointed to assess the \ benelits 
avd damages. The commissioners were R, D. 
Lancaster, doward Blossom and T. W. McManus. 
The conimissioners awarded the Evens & Howard 
Company about $50,000, and the Missouri Fire- 
Brick and Clay Company about $25,000. The 
’Frisco Company paid the money to Circuit Clerk 
Vogel at the same time, forbidding Lim ja writing 
to pay: it over. Tne matter was tuliy 
pefore Judge Lubke. Judge Lubke held that by 
tue payment of the money to the clerk the com- 
pany wad aecepted the award and bad thereby 
pracuically estopped themselves from question- 
ing the right of land owner to the mouvey, an@ he 
made an order requiring the clerk to pay tile 
moucy 0 them, From that order the friseo Com- 
pany appealed to the Court of Appeals. Afier 
the app@al was allowed the Evens & How- 
ard Company made an application 
to the Court of Appeais for a Manuamus to 
Josep) Ludke and Cierk Vogel to compel them 
io pay oVer the money. This application was de- 
nied iis morning by the court, tue views Of the 
court being conveyed in an extremely lengthy 
and eluborate opinion by Juage Thompson, The 
court practically decides, however, that the ap- 
peal was Improperly allowed and pne indicatious 
are tliat When the appeal comes to be argued at 
the Marca term the Evens & Howard Company 
will get their money. 

THE NORTH WHARF.

CRITTENDEN SHIELDED HIM, 


The Reason Why the Cases Against Frank 
James Were Dismissed. 

As stated in the Post-DisPaATCH yesterday, the 
case of the State of Missouri against Frank James, 
charged with being a participant in the Biue Cut 
train robbery, and all the cases against him, as 
well as the case against Charlie Ford, were dis- 
missed from the Jackson County Court yesterday 
at Kansas City. Mr. Wallace, the Prosecuting 
Attorney, made a lengthy speech to the court in 
explanation of his motion for a dismissal and 
then filed the following statement; 


WALLACE’S REABONS. 

State vs. Frank James: statement of prose- 
cuting attorney in dismissing the case; ; 

May it please the court, before the application 
for change of pesae in the case of the State vs. 
Frank James is tuken up and passed upon I de- 
sire to state that I am forced, with the extremest 
reluctance, to ask the dismissal of the case. As 
the court is aware, it has beev my custom io ask- 
ing dismissal of cases to state that I do so either 
ined, because I entertained myself reasonable 
doubt as to defendant’s guilt and could not con- 
scientiously arge conviction, or, second, for the 
reason that § aid not believe under all the evi- 
dence a jury would convict. It might be deemed 
improper to state my own belief as to the cuilt er 
innocence of defendant at the bar, but, that the 
precise ground of dismissal may be distinctly un- 
derstood, it is considered a duty to the eourt to 
Say that the first of the reasons just named is 
having nothing whatever to do with the action 
now being taken. As to the second reason, I 
have nv hesitancy in stating in open court, while 
I do not consider that our people are prejuaicéd 
against defendant, as claimed in the affidavit for 
a change of venue filed afew days since, yet if 
the case was submited to a Jackson County jury, 
the mouths of none of the witnesses being closed, 
he would be most corsanny and promptly con- 
victed of the crime with which he is charged, 

SOME HISTORY. 

The cause compeiling his dismissal ig the pres- 
ent Instance is of such a nature that a brief state- 
ment of the few leading facts tu the noord of 
the case becomes unavoidable that the court may 
properly understand it, During the latter par- 
of the fall of 1881 a plan Was conceived of Carry- 
iug Ov to rapid completion the disorganization of 
the band of outiaws which had committed a num- 
ber of robberies in Juckson and adjoiping coun- 
lies, by promising immunity to one of its mem- 
bers on the condition that he would honestly and 
truthfully assist the officers in bringing others to 
justice, The officers had jong thought they knew 
where some of the members of the gang were, 
but their names, identity and many facts per- 
tuining to their places of retreat had just been 
publicly and positively revealed for the first time 
during the taking of testimony at the trial and 
conviction of.one of their numver at Independ- 
ence, Mo., at-whicn Your Honor aeted as judge, 
and which testiinony you. are asked to feeull, 
and especially that of the wituess Basham, in 
order to fully appreciate the present situation of 
the State. 


DICK LIDDIL. 

To proceed, the proposition embodying im- 
munity as above stated was made to F, Liadil, 
Known as Dick Liddfl, and for over two years a 
member of this band, and known in tie evidence 
I have asked you to recall as Coarlie Underwoud. 
He accepted, giving bimself up to an officer of the 
law in February, 1882,aad wuile untrue, it may 
be said, to his cumrades, he was $0 true to the 
State in every word and act that 1n less than one 
year the band Was broken up and outiawry as an 
existing fact became atiing of the past in Mis- 
souri need not tell your honor that the move- 
ments of this baud had been enveloped in a secrei 
mystery which had defied the machinery of law 
tur more than twelve years, aud that in the work 
accowplisied the officers depended upon Liddii 
tor naines, descriptions, aliases, mode of preced- 
ure, hiding places and aiders and abettors. Lid- 
dil, as all tue officers have conceded trom the out- 
set, Was the principal witness in this case and his 
testimony can be supplied by no other. What he 
was to the officers on the outside he is now te the 
prosecution within the courts of the State, and 
every officer acquainted with the facts afitending 
the overthrow of the band has known that uf Lia- 
dil’s mouth be closed the prosecution would be in 
ithe same attitude asthe pursuing officers would 
bave found themseives in had he deen taken from 
them In the beginuing of the pursuit. True, the 
State was prepared to corroborate his testimony 
at almost every point to such an extent, ludeed, 
that were all the evidence presented to the jury 
the testimony ot Liddil couid be entirely sub- 
tracted without destroying the strength of the 
whole as the frame is withdrawn from the com- 
pleted arch. But without it, turnishing, as it 
does, the thread of evidence, the State would 
have but littie nore Loan hail so good a case. 

WHY LIDDIL CANNOT TESTIFY. 

Liddil was convicted of grand larceny at the 
November term, 1874, In the Cireult Court of 
Vernon County, Mo., and at tue expiration of 
three-fourths of Lis terin received, as the State 
maintained, and as Judge Goodman, one of the 
Circuit Juages of our State, hela ju the recent 
trial in Daviess County, Mo., a pardon sufficientiy 
to restore his competency as a Wilness, WHICch he 
lost by said conviction. Since the ruling of Judge 
Govdman, however, the Suvreme Court. of tue 
State, in am elaborate opinion, rendered-i@ the 
cause of Geouge Grant, appealed irom this eeurt, 
have pot only Heid Loat Lhe statutes of 1879 de ot 
remove disabilities attaching lO .persous coaviei- 
ed prior to the endcument of said statutes, but 
have also, in holding that sole pardoning power is 
vested in the Governor, taken up and made*part 
of the logic of the decision the question of par- 
dons, in doing which they cite with approval a 
number of decisions of courts of sister States in 
which pardous similar in substance, and some 
fulier thau Liddil’s pardon, are held, under like 
laws to ours, not Lo restore competency. 

1 will say to the court that 1 was loth to come 
to the conclusion until I read the Grant case a 
number of times, and then lest I might bave in- 

roperly given up & polnt eg to the State, 
P submitted the Liddil pardun and Grant decis- 
ion LO some of the best attorneys at Our bar aud 
other parts of the State, and without exception 
they are of the Opinion that Liddilis exciuded by 
this decision. 

APPEALED TO THE GOVERNOR, 

For the purpose of saving this defeat I ap- 
pealed to the Governor of the State some time 
during the latter part of December last, aud 
since, explaining the precise situation, sending a 
printed copy of the Grant decision and askiog 
him to graut Liddil a full and complete pardou 
and thus assure his testimony for the State. On 
the first of this month the Governor declined to 
yraut the pardon. 

What ie the duty of the State when placed tn 
this position? Is it to proceed to trial after ail 
delays are ended, and force upon the trial judge 
tie responsibility wuich undér all facts dows uot 
belong totim, with @ strong probaviiity of bis 
exciuding bis at last. and the jury, knowing half 
the truth, take the case and their evidence to De 
a finality—or dismiss the Case at once, and in 
such way that it wilinot bar fuiure indictment, 
aud, if occasion requires, trust another Governor 
to grant the pardon, have asked, and a Jack- 
sou County jury, With tue Whele truth before 
them, pass upon the guilt or innocence of the ae- 
fendants? 1 submit tuat the latter is the only 
course consisievt with official duty; to Keep the 
case longer upyn tiie ducket, crippled as it is 
now, would be to tura the proceedings 
into protection of the defendant against 
tie demands of other jurisdictions, Instead of 
prosecution, to heap useless Cusis, lo ho purpose, 
on the people, and comiuue to expose them tw 
disgrace in the eyes of the world.
